IB Making New Traffic Bnlei the 


Eight! of Children Should Not 


Be Overlooked by 


Lawmaker!. 


After writing to Mayor Zehrung a 


two page letter about traffic laws and 
street uaea, Elmer F. Estea recalled 
that he bad omitted some things he 
wanted to say and resorted to the tele- 
phone. Then Mr. Estes recalled other 
things he wanted to say and wrote an- 
other two page letter on the subject, 
Some ot the things said In the latest 
letter are given herewith: 


"May 1 speak a word to you In be- 


half of the children? Some of them 
bare bicycles; girls and boys. Investi- 
gation shows clearly that to make and 
enforce an ordinance requiring head- 
light and rear light on every bicycle 
will grievously 
Intefrere 
with the 


lights and privileges of hundreds of 
youngsters. 
Someone may say that I 


am personally interested In this be- 
cause 1 ride a bicycle. It is true that I 
ride a bicycle. 
It is also true that I 


conform to the existing ordinance and 
carry a rear light on the machine. City 
officers began to enforce that ordi- 
nance. Do you know why they quit the 
endeavor? 


"The existing state of affairs is this: 


Hardly anyone has a light on his bicy- 
cle. Should an automobile strike such 
machine and the case gets into court, 
I shall look to see whether the lawyer 
for the defendant will claim that the 
plaintiff has no case because he did 
not conform to the ordinance requir- 
ing a lighted lamp to be attached to 
the rear of the bicycle and thereiore 
plaintiff has no standing in court, be- 
ing himself a lawbreaker. 


"It Is not necessary in any sense ol 


the word for a bicycle to be equipped 
with lights; neither is it necessary 
that the driver of a coal wagon, who, 
perchance, delivered a load of coal 
late on the day of a blizzard, hang a 
lantern on the rear of his wagon. 


"To require lights on bicycles will 


force dozens of young/ters to give up 
the use of their machines because of 
theft of lights and 
the 
expense of 


maintenance. 
To retfiire it is to im- 


pose on many boys the task of walking 
long distances or on their parents the 
expense of car fare, in connection with 
school attendance alone. 


"But there Is another .phase of the 


matter. Suppose a kid has been out 
skating and it is sundown. 
He must 


carry two lights or be a lawbreaker. 
Suppose his mother wants him to skip 
over to the store or run down to the 
public library, there is all this useless 
bother of installation and maintenance 
of two lights. The added weight alone 
is worthy of thought. 
, "But that is not the real point, wnich 
ia that it is 
wholly 
unnecessary. 


When the existing 
ordinance was 


a-bornin' I called up an officer of the 
burg and protested, much as I am now 
protesting, and the reply I got was (I 
. give it verbatim): 
'Oh. Mr. Estes! 


Those bicycles are the most dangerous 
thing we have!' Isn't that really agi- 
tating? Bicycles are not dangerous. It 
is the careless driver of an automobile 
who is dangerous, and he is the cause 
of all the rumpus; just a few of him; 
nearly all drivers are decent about 
their driving; just a small percentage 
of all the drivers bring on the commu- 
nity a Tiateful job. 


"You like kids. You took their part 


last summer 
when 
some of them 


wanted to run pop stands on the city's 
lawn space. It is a poor place In town 
for children, anyhow, but they can't 
leave and let tne auto drivers monopo- 
lize the streets. 


"Decidedly, it Is a strange situation: 


That a comparatively few persons who 
have speed on the brain, along with a 
disregard for the 
rights of others, 


should make It necessary for you and 
your co-workers to devote weeks to a 
Job that ought to be unnecessary; and 
all, as I see It, because the notion is 
at large that 
property 
has righto 


wherebv it may injure people If. the 
people don't move speedily out of tho 
way. In Paris, I have read, that Is ex- 
actly the situation. The foot passenger 
must save himself if he can, for the 
driver will hurry along 
regardless. 


Don't you know that that Is simply a 
holdover from the times of the mon- 
archs, when 
common 
folks had no 


rights that the more powerful need re- 
spect? 


"Won't you take up the cudgel In be- 


half of the children who play and the 
people who go afoot—enforce the ex- 
isting laws in behalf of the mass of 
human beings as against the individ- 
uals who would trample on them? Let 
the kids have their bikes."

Times sent by the governor general 
to Frank P. Corrkk of Lincoln. 


Among his many other recommen- 


dations to the legislature, Governor 
Wood urges favorable 
consideration 


of the budget bill, a measure provid- 
ing for reorganization of certain gov- 
ernment bureaus, a bill for the stand- 
ardization of salaries, a bill authoriz- 
ing a mill tax to provide more revenue 
for the University of the Philippines 
and another providing pensions 
for 


supreme court justices and judges of 
first importance. 


The Times editorially comments on 


General Wood's address in the follow- 
ing: 


"Governor General Woo_a In hln message 
to the sixth Phllipplno 'legislature again 
Insists, as he did In his message to the 
fifth legislature, 
that the distinction be- 
tween the executive and legislative branches 
of the government, as laid down 
In 
the 
organic act. th« Jones law. should be stu- 
diously observed. 
Very characteristically. 
General Wood does not Intend to relinquish 
one lota of what little power the Jones act 
has left the American chief executive, in 
spite of the recent arguments about the 
cabinet positions.

TRACTION COMPANY 


SUBMITS ITS TAXES 


Corporation Is a Heavy Contributor 


Toward the Support of Govern- 


ment-in This City and 


County. 


The 
Lincoln Traction 
company 


proved Wednesday afternoon that it 
is the heaiiest contributor toward the 
support of government in this city 
and county. County Treasurer Albers 
issued a receipt for state and county 
personal taxes to the 
company for 


534,860.10. In proportion to the valu- 
ation of the property in the Lincoln, 
Havelock, University Place, College^ 
View and Bethany school districts the" 
amount paid to the count> treasurer 
will be distributed to the state fund, 
toward load building, construction of 
bridges, support of the poor, soldiers' 
relief, widows' pensions and sanita- 
tion. 


By far the large end of the money 


will go directly into the school treas- 
uries of the various districts. Not 
counting the building funds the school 
levy is approximately two-third of the 
total levy when the distribution of 
values is taken into consideration. 
Thus the Traction company is paying 
about $4,000 directly toward the main- 
tenance of the public schools in Lin- 
coln and the neighboring districts. 


This months the leectrlc company 


must pay city taxes which run 
to 


$13,487.82, and at that, according to 
Manager O. J. Shaw, the company is 
not thru collecting and paying taxes. 
There are corporation taxes to pay to 
both the state and federal govern- 
ment, as iwell as income taxes; then 
there is an occupation tax which in 
the first eleven months of the year 
has run to $3,715 97 for the transpor- 
tation company and $1,528 12 for the 
heating companj. 
In May the real 


estate taxes for 1922 will be due. 


With all of the known taxes added 


to the estimate for occupation tax for 
the year the sum runs to $62,768.57, or 
something over $5,000 per month, or 
$171.80 per day.

Children of the Neglected Age. 
In the last twenty-five years a vast 


amount has been done in teaching the 
care of infants. The infant mortality 
rate has been gratifyingly 
lowered. 


During the same period, the medical 
examination of school children 
has 


become nearly universal. From be- 
fore their birth until they cease to be 
infants—at about two years old^—chil- 
dren axe watched with an ever-increas- 
ing and increasingly intelligent care. 
From the time they begin to go to 
school, at about sis, they are watched 
and examined. But from two to six, 
the runabout age, they are compara- 
tively neglected. The runabout young- 
sters get little attention unless they 
are actually sick. If they are ill the 
doctor is called in to cure them, but 
he is not often called in to examine 
them in order to prevent their devel- 
oping ailments in incipient states.—

War on Wild Life. 


Three million dollars a year is 
saved to the country In live stock 
value by the hunters and trappers 
of the biological survey who are 
waging war In the west on wolves, 
coyotes, lynxes and mountain lions. 
These animals were destroying live 


stock, at the rate of $20,000,000 a year 
when the survey began Its war on 
them. Hunters and trappers for the 
survey killed more than 60,000 preda- 
tory animals In one year. 


The greatest killer of live stock in 


the country was accounted for by 
hunters for the survey. This was the 
notorious Coster wolf of Wyoming 
which has been credited with the 
slaughter of $25,000' worth' of cattle 
In seven years. A bounty of $50,0-' 
had been on'his head for several 
years, bat'the old cattle scourge was 
too clever for ordinary hunters and 
eluded scores who sought the $500.—

he wanted to marry because she 
would not consent to become his t»|fe, 
is dissatisfied because Ue supreme 
court did not let him go to the electric 
chair, but insisted on commuting his 
sentence to life imprisonment. 
The 


court said that the case was one 
where justice should be seasoned 
with mercy, and construed mercy to 
mean a life behind prison bars rather 
than a quick journey to death. Nichols 
thinks that being merciful would be 
to send him to the chair. Is there 
not a rule of the court that permits 
the person dissatisfied with a decision 
asking for a rehearing? 


Is the value of a religion to be de- 


termined by the number of persons 
that profess It or by the influence it 
has upon the lives and conduct of the 
individuals who acknowledge its sway 
over their intelligence? Fortunately, 
one need not speculate. Nearly 40 per 
cent of the people of the world profess 
allegiance of a more or less tangible 
character to Buddhism, yet here is a 
religion that has never founded a 
social state or moulded any civiliza- 
tion. It is a hopeless sort of faith, 
with fatalism as its chief character- 
istic and the final reward of all 
striving is oblivion, absorption into 
the .world soul.

of which we heard much some months 
ago is still in full swing, and that 
many are teaching the second coming 
of Christ 
Isn't it a pathetic thing 


that every time the hopes of men are 
mocked they turn to the heavens in 
the serene belief that a just God will 
step down to force the world to His 
will? This fails to take into consider- 
ation the fact that God doesn't play 
favorites, and even the sacred book 
says his rain falls upon.both the just 
and the unjust. 


Yet primitive religion has always 


taught that as an angry deity He is 
prone to punish his enemies and re- 
ward those who are his friends. Most 
of us well along in life, recall how well 
relistied was the thought in the minds 
of the fathers in Israel of our boyhood 
that the lightning of the Lord would 
surely be loosed.on all that did not 
fear and obey.

delegate was what Is fair and reason- 
able instead of what can be got out 
of this for "my country."

One trouble with the 
world, of 


course, as has always been the case, 
is the popularity .and "prevalence of 
shallow eorts of philosophy. Thus we 
nave men saying that "the money I 
spend I enjoy; the money I save some 
other fellow enjoys." 
Following this 


philosophy we have waste and ex- 
travagance. The fact that as a gen- 


' "' eral proposition it is absolutely untrue 
has never been sufficiently impressed 
upon many, who are looking for an 
excuse to scatter their money. There 
are many sound and safe Investments 
where one can enjoy the money he 
saves, and they can be found by any 
one who will ask the advice of men 
who nave noliing to sell except 
service.
